2  AWARDS  FOR  OU 


Ohio  University  has  won  two  coveted 
awards  in  the  1973  honors  competition 
sponsored  by  the  American  College 
Public  Relations  Association  (ACPRA). 

The  radio  forum  "Open  Line"  con- 
ducted by  Ohio  University  President 
Claude  R.  Sowle  on  WOUB  radio  has 
received  national  recognition  in  evalua- 
tions of  university  projects  promoting 
faculty-staff-student  relations. 

The  special  merit  award  was  one  of 
16  announced  in  the  1973  national 
honors  competition  sponsored  by  the 
ACPRA. 

The  weekly  question-and-answer  pro- 
gram is  broadcast  live  over  WOUB- 
AM-FM  and  permits  listeners  both  on 
the  Athens  campus  and  throughout 
Southeastern  Ohio  to  phone  in  ques- 
tions for  an  immediate  response.  Six 
commercial  stations  also  carry  the  hour- 
long  program. 

Announcement  of  the  award  cited 
"Open  Line"  as  "a  notable  achievement 
worthy    of    recognition    by    your    col- 


leagues in  higher  education"  and  an 
example  to  others  of  an  "outstanding 
effort." 

President  Sowle,  as  host  of  the  pro- 
gram, expressed  pleasure  with  the  rec- 
ognition given  "Open  Line"  and  said 
that  in  his  opinion  "the  program  has 
become  an  increasingly  effective  two- 
way  communication  effort." 

Moderator  for  the  program  is  Bob 
Pondillo,  a  senior  with  a  dual  major 
in  communication  and  government. 
The  executive  producer  is  Ted  Jacob- 
son  of  the  WOUB  staff. 

"Open  Line,"  which  is  believed  to  be 
the  only  weekly  program  of  its  kind 
in  the  United  States,  has  been  on  the 
air  for  two  years.  The  first  program  was 
broadcast  on  April  7,  1971. 

The  new  Ohio  University  film  show- 
ing many  of  the  academic  and  extra- 
curricular activities  at  the  university 
has  also  been  selected  for  national  rec- 
ognition by  the  ACPRA. 

The  color  film,  a  16  minute  montage

of  campus  life,  has  been  used  in  student 
recruiting,  in  acquainting  alumni  with 
current  activities  at  the  university,  and 
in  portraying  the  university  at  fund- 
raising  events.  It  is  available  for  use  at 
alumni  chapter  meetings. 

Produced  by  David  Keller  and  As- 
sociates for  Ohio  University,  the  film 
was  released  in  January.  Filming  was 
done  in  the  spring  and  fall  of  1972. 
Background  music  for  the  no-dialogue 
film  was  provided  by  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Symphony  Orchestra. 

Case  studies  of  the  projects  receiving 
awards  will  be  compiled  by  ACPRA  for 
distribution  to  other  universities  and 
colleges  belonging  to  the  1,250  mem- 
ber ACPRA.  A  staff  of  judges  from  uni- 
versities and  the  professional  fields  of 
public  relations  and  advertising  de- 
termined the  winning  entries.

The  Alumni  Board  of  Directors  held 
their  annual  June  meeting  over  the 
8th  and  9th  in  conjunction  with  the 
dates  of  Commencement  Exercises.

Graduation    new  members  for 

for  4,175       TRUSTEE'S  ACADEMY 


Ohio  University  held  its  annual  com- 
mencement exercises  Saturday,  June  9, 
for  4,175  students  completing  degree 
work  during  the  1972-73  academic  year. 

Bachelor  of  arts  or  science  degrees 
were  announced  for  3,433  seniors  who 
either  completed  their  work  in  Decem- 
ber or  March  or  were  candidates  for 
June  graduation.  Graduate  degrees 
conferred  included  78  doctorates  and 
486  master's  degrees.  The  two-year  as- 
sociate degree  was  earned  by  178  stu- 
dents —  a  total  of  4175  degrees. 

An  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree 
was  awarded  to  Elmer  Jagow,  presi- 
dent of  Hiram  College  and  the  speaker 
for  the  commencement. 

The  honorary  citation  praised  Jagow 
as  an  "effective  interpreter  of  the  role 
of  the  independent  college,  a  vital 
spokesman  for  the  improvement  of  col- 
lege management  and  a  force  for  co- 
operation and  productive  relations 
among  all  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation." 

Jagow,  addressing  the  graduates, 
spoke  of  the  need  for  cooperation  be- 
tween public  and  private  institutions  of 
higher  education. 

President  of  the  Alumni  Board  of 
Directors,  Wallace  Hodes  also  address- 
ed the  graduating  students.

Mrs.  Mary  Werkman,  retired  after 
teaching  many  years  in  the  Chicago 
area,  now  resides  in  Delaware,  Ohio. 
Active  in  numerous  organizations  such 
as  the  United  Methodist  Church, 
D.A.R.,  A.A.U.W.,  Chicago  Council  of 
Foreign  Relations  and  as  an  executive 
board  member  of  Meals  on  Wheels, 
Mrs.  Werkman  also  devotes  consider- 
able time  to  her  hobbies  of  world-wide 
traveling,  genealogy  and  antique  col- 
lecting. She  is  a  1921  graduate  of  Ohio 
University  and  her  gift  is  unrestricted. 

Paul  Hersey  is  a  Professor  of  Organi- 
zational Behavior  and  Management  and 
Director  of  the  Center  for  Leadership 
Studies  at  Ohio  University.  He  is  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  outstanding  au- 
thorities on  training  and  development. 
In  addition  to  his  teaching  and  the 
publication  of  books,  papers  and  arti- 
cles, including  a  recent  Prentice-Hall 
book.  Management  of  Organizational 
Behavior:  Utilizing  Human  Resources, 
he  is  a  consultant,  on  a  continuing  basis, 
to  industrial,  government  and  military 
organizations.  Mr.  Hersey's  member- 
ship will  be  used  for  the  establishment 
of  the  E.  T.  Hellebrandt  Fellowship 
in  Organizational  Behavior.  Hersey  and 
his  wife  Suzanne  live  in  Athens. 
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The  Trustee's  Academy  is  particu- 
larly proud  to  announce  a  first  among 
its  membership.  The  Ohio  University 
Women's  Club  of  Greater  Cleveland 
has  taken  a  second  membership  in  the 
Academy  after  completing  their  first 
membership  in  three  years  time. 

The  club's  new  president  Mrs.  Carol 
Baucher  will  serve  as  representative  for 
the  first  membership,  while  club  vice- 
president  Mrs.  David  Kubinski  will 
represent  the  second  membership. 

The  club  has  determined  that  $5000 
of  the  second  membership  will  provide 
endowed  upperclass  scholarships  for 
Cleveland  women  attending  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. In  addition,  the  club  has  ear- 
marked $800  to  be  given  to  Michael 
A.  Snyder,  a  graduate  of  Ravenswood 
High  School,  Ravenswood,  W.Va.,  who 
will  begin  studies  in  the  Honors  Tu- 
torial College  of  Ohio  University  this 
fall. 

Snyder  was  a  Merit  Scholarship 
Finalist,  ranked  in  the  upper  10  per 
cent  of  his  graduating  class  and  has 
achieved  between  97  and  99  percentile 
scores  on  all  of  his  college  admissions 
tests.  He  is  aiming  for  a  Ph.D.  in 
Government  and  has  already  begun  his 
college  career  by  taking  courses  at 
Parkersburg  Community  College  during 
his  last  two  years  of  high  school. 


SOWLES  VISIT  MALAYSIA 


Ohio  University  President  Claude  R. 
Sowle  traveled  to  Malaysia  in  late  June 
to  present  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws 
degree  from  Ohio  University  to  Arshad 
Ayub,  director  of  the  Majlis  Amanah 
Arayat  (MARA)  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology  in   Kuala   Lumpur. 

Conferment  of  the  degree  June  27 
recognized  a  cooperative  program  be- 
tween the  two  institutions  during  the 
past  five  years.  During  this  period,  over 
50  MARA  Institute  staff  members  and 
students  have  earned  undergraduate 
and  graduate  degrees  on  the  Ohio  Uni- 
-versity  campus.  Nine  Ohio  University 
faculty  members  have  taught  for  vari- 
ous periods  at  the  Malaysian  institute. 

The  cooperative  educational  program 
is  conducted  by  the  two  institutions 
with  financial  assistance  from  the  Asia 
Foundation. 

President  and  Mrs.  Sowle  made  the 
trip  as  official  guests  of  the  Malaysian 
government.  While  in  Malaya,  they 
were  scheduled  for  additional  visits  to 
other  educational  institutions  which 
have  informal  links  with  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, the  Universities  of  Malaya  and 
Penang  and  the  National  University. 
Top  administrators  from  all  three  in- 
stitutions have  visited  Ohio  University 
previously. 


MARA  is  a  university-level  institute 
offering  study  in  the  sciences  and  busi- 
ness and  in  technical  and  service  in- 
dustries. Several  MARA  administrators 
have  had  practicum  experience  in  ad- 
ministration at  Ohio  University  while 
studying  there. 

The  honorary  degree  for  Director 
Arshad  of  MARA  cites  him  for  pio- 
neering "new  curricula  and  new  ap- 
proaches to  learning"  and  for  "en- 
couragement and  support  which  have 
resulted  in  a  highly  constructive  and 
mutually  beneficial  relationship  be- 
tween  MARA   and   Ohio   University." 

Ohio  University  now  has  22  Malay- 
sian students  on  the  Athens  campus, 
the  second  largest  group  of  students 
from  that  country  attending  an  Ameri- 
can university. 

In  Kuala  Lumpur,  the  conferment 
of  the  honorary  degree  to  Director 
Arshad  took  place  in  the  Great  Hall  of 
the  Parliament  Building  in  a  morning 
ceremony.  Later,  President  and  Mrs. 
Sowle  were  honored  with  a  dinner  and 
reception  attended  by  Prime  Minister 
Tun  Abdul  Razak,  officials  of  educa- 
tional institutions  and  government  dig- 
nitaries. 

On  another  occasion,  President  and 
Mrs.  Sowle  hosted  a  reception  and  din- 


ner for  Ohio  University  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  university. 

Following  several  days  in  Kuala 
Lumpur,  President  and  Mrs.  Sowle 
visited  Jakarta,  Indonesia  and  Bangkok, 
Thailand  under  the  auspices  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  State.  In  both 
cities  President  Sowle  spoke  and  con- 
ducted discussions  with  senior  educators 
from  universities  and  officials  in  the 
ministries  of  education. 

While  visiting  the  several  cities,  Pres- 
ident Sowle  conferred  with  Asian  schol- 
ars who  are  associated  in  various  ways 
with  Ohio  University's  Asian  Studies 
Program. 

The  Sowles,  in  brief  stopovers  during 
the  trip,  met  with  Ohio  University 
alumni  in  Hong  Kong,  Saigon  and 
Honolulu.

School  of  Music  for  17  years,  received 
a  Distinguished   Professor  award. 

The  award,  highest  for  a  faculty 
member,  was  announced  by  vice  presi- 
dent and  Dean  of  Faculties  Taylor  Cul- 
bert,  who  commended  Dr.  Ahrendt  for 
his  contributions  to  music  —  perfor- 
mance in  professional  orchestras,  con- 
ducting, administration  and  teaching. 

Dr.  Ahrendt,  whose  compositions 
have  brought  him  national  attention, 
will  receive  an  academic  term  leave  of 
absence  with  pay  as  Distinguished  Pro- 
fessor to  pursue  professional  endeavors, 
as  well  as  an  associated  travel  grant. 
He  will  also  be  permitted  to  award 
an  annual  full  registration  fee  scholar- 
ship to  students  who  show  promise  of 
achievement. 

The  Distinguished  Professor  award 
was  inaugurated  in  1959  and  later 
permanently  funded  by  Ohio  Univer- 
sity alumni  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  Ken- 
nedy of  New  Vernon,  N.  J.  Edwin 
Kennedy  is  a  14-year  member  of  the 
Ohio  University  Board  of  Trustees. 


Morris  Succeeds  Kennedy 


Columbus  busi- 
ness executive  Wil- 
liam R.  Morris  has 
been  elected  chair- 
man of  the  Ohio 
University  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the 
forthcoming  year. 

Morris,  who 
served  as  vice  chair- 
man of  the  nine-member  board  during 
the  past  year,  succeeds  Edwin  L.  Ken- 
nedy of  New  Vernon,  N.J.  Mrs.  J. 
Wallace  Phillips  of  Columbus  will  as- 
sume the  vice  chairman's  post. 

Morris  is  vice  president  of  The  Buck- 
eye Union  Insurance  Company  and  is 
in  charge  of  government  and  industry 
relations. 

A  1938  graduate  of  Ohio  University, 
he  is  a  past  board  member  of  the  Ohio 
University  Alumni  Association  and  is 
currently  a  member  of  the  Thomas  E. 
Ewing  Society,  which  is  composed  of 
former  alumni  board  members. 

For  five  years  Morris  was  director 
of  insurance  for  the  state  of  Ohio,  a 
position  within  the  cabinet  of  former 
Gov.  James  A.  Rhodes. 

Mrs.  Phillips,  a  1946  graduate  of  the 
University  succeeds  Morris  in  the  vice 
chairman's  position  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Board  of  Trustees.  When  she 
was  appointed  to  a  nine-year  term  in 
1970,  she  became  the  second  woman 
in  the  history  of  the  University  to  serve 
as  a  trustee. 

She  is  the  daughter  of  John  W.  Gal- 
breath,  University  trustee  for  26  years 
and  now  an  honorary  board  member. 
Robert  B.  McAlister,  a  Columbus 
attorney  was  appointed  in  May  by  Gov. 
Gilligan  as  the  newest  member  of  the 
Ohio  University  Board  of  Trustees. 

McAlister  was  state  campaign  man- 
ager for  Sen.  George  McGovem  in  last 
year's  presidential  primary,  a  delegate 
to  the  Democratic  National  Conven- 
tion and  a  member  of  the  Democratic 
National  Committee.  He  was  born  in 
New  York  City  but  graduated  from 
Circleville  High  School  in  Circleville, 
Ohio.  He  is  also  a  graduate  of  Kenyon 
College  and  holds  a  law  degree  from 
the  University  of  Michigan. 


During  their  May  meeting  Ohio  Uni- 
versity trustees  met  at  the  university's 
Portsmouth  campus  and  approved  a 
lease  of  approximately  28  acres  of  un- 
used land  in  Athens  to  the  Kroger 
Company  for  development  of  a  shop- 
ping center  and  a  motel  complex. 

The  lease,  under  negotiation  for  sev- 
eral months  through  the  Ohio  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  is  the  first  in- 
stance of  leasing  surplus  state  univer- 
sity lands  as  allowed  under  1967  legis- 
lation by  the  Ohio  General  Assembly. 
The  surplus  land  is  located  on  East 
State  Street  in  Athens,  former  location 
of  the  university's  airport. 

Lease  of  the  land  is  expected  to  pro- 
vide over  $3.5  million  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity over  the  next  40  years.  In  addi- 
tion to  basic  yearly  lease  payments,  the 
university  will  receive  a  percentage  of 
gross  sales  over  specified  amounts. 

Under  provisions  of  the  lease,  the 
Kroger  Company  will  develop  on  one 
parcel  of  land  a  shopping  center  with 
a  supermarket,  a  retail  drug  store,  a 
retail  department  store  and  other  re- 
tail and  service  stores. 

A  second  parcel  of  land  will  be  sub- 
leased for  the  building  of  a  national 
chain  motel  and  related  facilities.

They  looked  and  they  talked,  but 
they  came  "mostly  to  listen." 

"They"  are  three  Ohio  State  legis- 
lators. Rep.  Claire  Ball  Jr.,  Rep.  Paul 
Leonard  and  Sen.  Mike  Oxley,  who 
spent  three  days  at  Ohio  University 
participating  in  the  Legislators-in- 
Residence   Program   May   17-19. 

Their  objectives  were  to  get  a  first 
hand  look  at  the  University  and  to 
show  their  willingness  to  cooperate  with 
the  University  to  continue  support  of 
higher  education. 

In  a  press  conference  Friday,  Rep. 
Leonard  pointed  out,  "the  last  time  a 
group  of  legislators  had  toured  the 
University  was  in  1970  as  a  task  force 
investigating    campus    disturbances." 

"We  feel  it's  important  that  we  see 
the  University  other  than  in  times  of 
trouble,"  he  emphasized. 

Their  "get-to-know-each-other"  pro- 
gram included  a  stay  in  dormitory 
rooms  for  Rep.  Ball  and  Sen.  Oxley, 
and  a  stay  in  a  fraternity  house  for 
Rep.  Leonard. 

Rep.  Ball  was  pleased  to  note  the 
unlimited-seconds  policy  in  the  cafe- 
teria, and  Sen.  Oxley  said  that  he  found 
the  situation  to  be  quite  like  Miami 
University,  his  alma  mater. 


Emeriti  Status 
Awarded  Tn  3 


The  three  Ohio  University  professors 
granted  emeritus  status  in  May  by  the 
board  of  trustees  have  contributed  a 
combined  total  of  80  years  of  service 
to  the  university  in  the  varied  fields  of 
anatomy,  music,  and  radio-television. 

Dr.  Rush  Elliott,  professor  of  zoology 
and  the  Rush  Elliott  Professor  of  An- 
atomy, held  the  position  of  dean  of 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  for  1 1 
years.  Throughout  his  49  years  of  ser- 
vice with  Ohio  University,  Elliott's 
teaching  has  been  praised  by  his  de- 
partment and  students. 

In  addition  to  professional  research, 
Elliott  has  devoted  much  of  his  time 
to  advising  pre-professional  students. 
Following  his  retirement,  he  has  of- 
fered to  continue  to  advise  students  and 
assist  anatomy  classes  for  as  long  as  he 
is  physically  able  to  do  so. 

Since  1966  Elliott  has  been  honored 
during  Rush  Elliott  Lectureship  Week- 
end. Physicians  who  graduated  from 
the  university  return  for  the  series  of 
lectures  and  panel  discussions  during 
the  annual  event. 

Although  she  has  not  performed  in 
recent  years,  Evangeiine^  Merritt,  a  so- 
prano, appeared  in  recitals  across  the 
country.  She  was  a  soloist  with  the 
Eastman-Rochester  Symphony  and  the 
Salem,  Oregon  Civic  Choral  Society. 
She  received  her  musical  training  at 
the  Juilliard  School  of  Music. 

Miss  Merritt  has  served  on  the  cur- 
riculum and  scholarship  committees  of 
the  School  of  Music.  She  is  a  former 
director  of  the  Madrigal  Singers  and 
Women's  Glee  Club. 

Despite  the  fact  that  emeritus  status 
is  usually  conferred  on  faculty  members 
with  10  or  more  years  of  teaching  ex- 
perience at  the  university,  Robert  L. 
Coe,  professor  of  radio-television,  has 
received  his  honor  based  upon  his  years 
of  professional  experience  and  his  many 
contributions  of  the  past  six  years. 

Among  his  many  achievements  in  the 
broadcasting  industry,  Coe  was  vice 
president  and  general  manager  of 
WPIX-TV   in   New  York  City  where

The  School  of  Home  Economics  has 
long  encouraged  a  feeling  of  closeness 
between  faculty  and  students,  and  the

19.  A  number  of  small  group  seminars 
covering  new  directions  in  home  eco- 
nomics which  have  been  brought  about 
by  our  changing  times  were  the  main 
focus  of  the  weekend. 

his  major  responsibility  was  putting  that 
station  on  the  air  as  the  first  indepen- 
dent television  station  in  the  country. 
Later  he  became  vice  president  for 
station  relations  at  the  American  Broad- 
casting Corporation. 

Although  Coe  officially  retired  from 
broadcasting  when  he  came  to  Ohio 
University  in  1967,  he  has  continued  to 
remain  professionally  active.  He  is  cur- 
rently a  member  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  International  Radio  and 
Television  Foundation  of  New  York. 
He  was  recently  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Broadcast  Pioneers 
Library  in  Washington. 

At  Ohio  University  Coe  was  interim 
director  for  the  School  of  Radio- 
Television  during  1970-71  and  chair- 
man of  the  search  committee  for  a 
permanent  director.  He  helped  to  re- 
vise the  management  portion  of  the 
undergraduate  curriculum  and  has 
chaired  the  tenure  and  promotion 
committee. 


And  not  all  those  present  were  wom- 
en. Dr.  David  Van  Dommelen,  Asso- 
ciate Professor  in  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Interiors  at  Penn  State 
delivered  the  keynote  speech  on  "The 
Home  Economist  Yesterday  and 
Today,"  and  Dean  Goldman  of  the 
College  of  Education  was  a  participant 
in  all  events. 

The  Alumni  Symposium  was  cli- 
maxed with  a  luncheon  designed  to 
honor  not  only  the  alumni  of  the  De- 
partment of  Home  Economics  but 
also  the  graduating  seniors. 

Mrs.  Jane  Fuller,  a  '71  graduate  of 
the  School  of  Home  Economics  served 
as  toastmistress  and  the  speaker  for  the 
luncheon  was  Allyne  Bane,  Associate 
Professor  Emerita  of  Home  Economics 
who  encouraged  the  women  present 
never  to  slight  themselves  in  consider- 
ing career  goals. 

Following  the  luncheon,  the  alumni 
and  seniors  held  an  organizational  ses- 
sion for  the  founding  of  a  specialized 
alumni  chapter  for  the  School  of  Home 
Economics.

Attorney  Kermit  Charles  Sitterley  of 
Lancaster  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Bloom 
Township,  Fairfield  County,  Ohio,  and 
educated  through  grade  school  in  a  one 
room  school  house.  He  went  on  from 
the  one  room  school  to  become  a  major 
benefactor  of  higher  education  and  of 
Ohio   University   in   particular. 

Not  only  is  Kermit  Sitterley  an  hon- 
orary alumnus  of  Ohio  University  and 
a  member  of  the  Trustee's  Academy, 
he  is  also  a  trustee  for  one  of  the  most 
unusual  scholarship  programs  in  the 
United  States,  the  Mabel  Wagnalls 
Jones  Scholarship  Program  which 
operates  in  conjunction  with  the  Wag- 
nalls  Memorial   in   Lithopolis  Ohio. 

The  Wagnalls  Memorial,  an  impres- 
sive Tudor-Gothic  building  completed 
and  dedicated  on  Memorial  Day,  1925, 
is  a  permanent  memorial  conceived 
and  built  by  Mabel  Wagnalls  Jones  in 
memory  of  her  parents  Adam  W.  Wag- 
nalls, co-founder  of  the  Funk  &  Wag- 
nalls Publishing  Company,  and  .\nna 
Willis  Wagnalls.  It  is  dedicated  to 
serve  the  community  in  which  Anna 
and  Adam  Wagnalls  were  bom  and 
offers  the  townspeople  free  and  open 
use  of  two  libraries,  an  auditorium 
which  seats  428  people,  and  a  number 
of  public  meeting  rooms  and  facilities. 

Wagnalls  Memorial  is  also  some- 
thing of  a  museum  for  Lithopolis.  The 
Auditorium  boasts  one  of  the  few  re- 


maining Welte  organs,  which  plays  on 
the  principle  of  a  player  piano,  signed 
photographs  of  many  of  the  Wagnalls 
friends  including  Houdini  and  Orley 
Speaks,  a  collection  of  original  oil 
paintings  by  Norman  Rockwell,  and  a 
correspondence  between  Mabel  Jones 
and  O.  Henry,  the  short  story  writer. 
The  two  tower  rooms  contain  manu- 
scripts of  the  poems  of  Edwin  Mark- 
ham  and  a  large  group  of  paintings  by 
John  Ward  Dunsmore. 

As  a  board  member  of  the  Wagnalls 
foundation,  Kermit  Sitterley  has  been 
most  concerned  with  the  Mabel  Wag- 
nalls   Jones     Scholarship    program,    a 


program  which  offers  students  of 
Bloom  Township  a  unique  opportunity 
to  obtain  a  college  education  by  pro- 
viding them  with  scholarships  of  $1200 
a  year  to  attend  any  college  of  their 
choice.  Of  the  nearly  100  students 
presently  taking  part  in  the  scholarship 
program,  a  majority  attend  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. Approximately  85  are  now  en- 
rolled on  the  Lancaster  and  Athens 
campuses. 

The  fact  that  there  is  a  Lancaster 
campus  at  all  is  partially  because  of 
the  administrative  efforts  of  Kermit 
Sitterley  who  aided  in  the  distribution 
of  the  $75,000  grant  from  the  Wagnalls 
Foundation  to  the  Lancaster  campus. 
In  1967  Mr.  Sitterley  was  honored  with 
an  award  from  the  Lancaster-Fairfield 
County  Ohio  University  Alumni  Chap- 
ter for  leadership  in  the  community 
and  assistance  in  the  development  of 
the  Lancaster  Campus  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. 

Dwight  Heister,  a  graduate  of  the 
same  one  room  school  house  and  now 
President  of  The  Equitable  Federal 
Savings  and  Loan  in  Lancaster  has 
been  an  equal  influence  in  aiding  Ohio 
University.  He  serves  as  a  board  mem- 
ber of  the  Wagnalls  Foundation  and 
represents  Wagnalls  in  a  membership 
in  the  Trustee's  Academy. 

In  addition  to  his  responsibilities 
with    the    Wagnalls    Foundation,    the

AWARDS 

Three  young  professors  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity received  major  national  aca- 
demic  awards  recently. 

Poet  Stanley  Plumly,  33,  was  award- 
ed a  John  Simon  Guggenheim  Founda- 
tion Fellowship.  Historian  Dr.  John  L. 
Gaddis,  32,  has  received  a  Bancroft 
American  history  award,  and  philoso- 
pher Dr.  David  C.  Lincicome,  27,  was 
selected  for  a  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities  Fellowship. 

Plumly,  assistant  professor  of  English, 
was  among  339  scholars,  artists  and 
scientists  throughout  the  nation  to  re- 
ceive Guggenheim  Fellowships  for 
1973-74. 

The  author  of  the  poetry  volume  "In 
the  Outer  Dark,"  Plumly  has  finished 
a  second  book  which  will  be  published 
ne,xt  year.  He  will  spend  the  coming 
year  in  England  completing  a  third 
book  of  poetry. 

Plumly's  poems  have  appeared  in 
numerous  periodicals  and  literary  mag- 
azines. In  1972  and  1973  his  poems 
were  selected  for  inclusion  in  the  an- 
nual "Borestone  Mountain  Award 
Anthology." 

Gaddis,  an  associate  professor  of  his- 
tory, was  awarded  a  1973  Bancroft 
Prize  for  his  book  "The  United  States 
and  the  Origins  of  the  Cold  War, 
1941-47." 

The  Bancroft  Prize  Committee  rec- 
ommends outstanding  new  books  in  the 
field  of  American  history  to  the  trus- 
tees of  Columbia  University  who 
award  three  of  the  prizes  annually. 
The  book  was  nominated  by  Columbia 
University  Press,  Gaddis'  publisher. 

His  book  is  a  reassessment  of  the 
United  States'  policy  toward  the  Soviet 
Union  during  and  immediately  after 
World  War  II.  He  based  his  analysis 
on  recently  opened  sources. 

Lincicome,  assistant  professor  of 
philosophy,  received  a  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities  Fellow- 
ship for  1973-74.  He  was  one  of  235 
to  receive  fellowships  for  next  year 
under  the  auspices  of  the  foundation's 
Younger   Humanists   Program. 

The  fellowship  will  enable  him  to 
devote  full-time  next  year  to  the  study 
of  semantics  of  persuasive  and  evalu- 
ative language,  especially  as  it  applies 
to  advertising  and  political  analysis.

Ralph  "Sid"  Beckert,  "Mr.  Alumni" 
of  Ohio  University,  died  May  24  in 
Piqua  Memorial  Hospital.  He  had  been 
in  ill  health  for  about  a  year. 

Professor  Beckert,  named  professor 
emeritus   of   accounting   at    Ohio   Uni- 


versity at  the  time  of  his  retirement 
from  the  faculty  in  1969  had  been  an 
Ohio  University  faculty  member  for  42 
years. 

Of  the  many  honors  accorded  him 
during  his  teaching  career,  perhaps  the 
top  came  in  October,  1968,  when  he 
was  named  "Alumnus  of  the  Year"  by 
the  Alumni  Asociation. 

He  gained  the  nickname  of  "Mr. 
.Mumni"  because  of  his  many  activities 
with  alumni  groups  across  the  country- 
as  well  as  with  the  Alumni  Association 
itself,  having  served  as  treasurer  of  the 
association's  board  of  directors  from 
1965  until  his  retirement. 

"Sid"  was  given  an  additional  honor 
in  May  when  the  Miami  County  (Ohio) 
chapter  of  the  Alumni  Asociation  was 
re-named  in  his  honor.  It  marks  the 
first  time  that  a  chapter  has  been 
named  for  an  alumnus. 

In  addition  to  his  assistance  and 
duties  with  the  Alumni  Association,  he 
was  active  in  many  other  student  and 
campus  affairs,  serving  as  advisor  to 
such  groups  as  Omicron  Delta  Kappa, 
Blue  Key,  Sigma  Chi  and  Delta  Sigma 
Phi.

Draft  Takes  4 

Steve  Swisher  took  a  final  exam  at 
12:20  last  Tuesday,  but  he  really 
doesn't  remember  much  about  it.  Ohio 
University's  multi-talented  catcher  had 
just  learned  that  he  had  been  selected 
by  the  Chicago  White  Sox  in  the  first 
round  of  the  baseball  draft,  and  mul- 
tiple-choice questions  somehow  didn't 
seem  that   important. 

"It  was  a  breeze,"  said  Swisher  with 
a  laugh,  referring  to  the  test.  "I 
couldn't  even  tell  you  what  any  of  the 
questions  were  right  now.  It  had  to  be 
one  of  the  easiest  exams  I've  ever 
taken." 

Swisher  was  the  21st  player  picked 
from  thousands  of  eligible  high  school 
and  college  players  across  the  nation, 
and  he  became  the  first  of  four  Bobcats 
chosen.  Senior  first-baseman  Bob  Ma- 
koski  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  went  to  the 
California  Angels  in  the  11th  round, 
shortstop  Dave  Sparks  of  Portsmouth, 
Ohio,  was  a  27th-round  pick  of  the 
Oakland  Athletics,  and  3rd  baseman 
Bob  Bruno  will  play  with  the  New  York 
Yankees. 

The  trio  will  bring  to  57  the  number 
of  Ohio  baseball  players  signing  pro 
contracts  since  1949  —  a  record  we 
can  well   take  pride  in. 

"I'm  really  excited,"  said  Swisher,  a 
big  blond  from  Parkersburg,  W.  Va.  "I 
don't  have   the  words  to  explain   how 


The  Bobcats  of  Ohio  University  were 
nipped  at  the  wire  for  runners-up  hon- 
ors in  the  prestigious  Reese  Cup  (All- 
Sports  Trophy)  competition  by  only  a 
half-point. 

This  year  marks  only  the  sixth  time 
in  the  Cup's  15  year  history  that  the 
Bobcats  weren't  the  champions.  So, 
from  that  standpoint,  Ohio  still  "owns" 
the  award. 

The  final  point  totals  this  year  were 
as  follows:  Miami  ST/a;  Bowling 
Green  47/2;  Ohio  University  47;  Kent 
State  44/2;  Western  Michigan  38;  To- 
ledo 33/2;  Central  Michigan  26,  and 
Eastern  Michigan  25. 

Here's  how  individual  Bobcat  ath- 
letic teams  fared  in  both  all-game  and 
M.'\C  competition  for  the  year.

Cross  Country,  5-4,  sixth  place,  and 
Soccer,   11-3,  first  place.

MAC,  ninth  place  nationally;  Basket- 
ball, 16-10,  fourth  place;  Swimming, 
3-8,  fourth  place,  and  Hockey,  6-18. 

SPRING:  Baseball,  29-9,  second 
place;  Golf,  8-2,  second  place;  Tennis, 
10-6,  fourth  place,  and  Track,  2-3,  fifth 
|)lace. 

RBI  king  of  the  MAC  was  Ohio 
University  first  sacker  Bob  Makoski, 
senior  captain  from  Detroit,  Mich.  The 
Bobcat  team  led  in  average  runs  with 
6:9  per  game,  and  in  batting  with  a 
.305  average.  Field  honors  were  shared 
with  league  champ  Miami  with  a  .970 
average. 

We  thank  you  all  for  your  support, 
and  solicit  your  continued  interest,  both 
financially  and  sympathetically,  in  the 
year  ahead.

Terry  Lee  Wenger,  senior  pitcher  on 
the  Ohio  University  baseball  team,  has 
been  named  "Scholar-Athlete  of  the 
Year."  He  will  graduate  with  a  3.536 
accumulative  academic  average  in 
Chemical   Engineering. 

A  native  of  New  Carlisle,  Ohio, 
Wenger  has  been  on  the  Dean's  List  10 
out  of  1 1  quarters.  He  is  President  of 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  men's  leader- 
ship honorary,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
student  chapter  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Chemical  Engineers  and  Tau 
Beta  Pi. 

Wenger  has  been  named  an  Aca- 
demic All- American  in  1970-71  and 
1971-72.  He  was  an  All-American  Con- 
ference second  team  choice  in  1972  and 
an  A11-M.\C  honorable  mention  in 
1971. 

This  spring  on  the  Bobcat  baseball 
team,  Wenger  is  a  regular  rotation 
starter  and  has  compiled  a  five-three 
won-loss  record,  giving  up  but  22 
earned  runs  in  563/3  innings  for  a  3.49 
ERA.  He's  struck  out  49  and  walked 
28.
